L arge Number of D efendant Appear 
in Court at Sentence Session.

Penitentiary, jail and reform atory 
sentences were meeted out this morn­ 
ing* to offenders against the Common­ 
wealth by President Judge McPherson 
at a session of sentence court. 
Charles Pugh, colored, held on five 
counts, including assault with intent 
to kill, robbery and carrying concealed 
deadly weapons, wan sentenced to not 
less than three nor more than five years 
in the Eastern Penitentiary on tl e first 
count. 
Concurrent sentences on two 
c harges of robbery were also imposed. 
In addition he was given not less than 
18 months nor more than 2 years on 
the taunt of larceny nu I not less than 
one year nor more than lf> months on 
the charge of carrying concealed dead­ 
ly weapons. 
Cotta were also placed 
upon Pugh. 
Robert Smith, colored, a companion 
of Pugh, who was charged with the 
sam e offense, was sent to the H unt­ 
ingdon Reformatory for an indefinite 
period. 
Pugh and Smith entered pleas of 
guilty to charges laid against them . 
They were arrested near Cashtown 
Jart month after having held up an 
automobile p arty near Abbottstown. 
Several shots were fired by both the 
occupants and by the hold-up men. 
The two colored men relieved the tour­ 
ists of $129 in cash and made their 
getaw ay in the car belonging to the 
party. 
The automobile was abandon­ 
ed in G ettysburg and the negroes a r­ 
rested near Cashtown. 
According to the story told Judge 
McPherson, Pugh was the instigator 
of the crime and was the one who 
fired the shots. 
Smith was an ac­ 
cessory to the crime through com­ 
panionship with Pugh. 
Edward Noble, of 
Passaic, 
New 
Jersey, was sentenced to the E astern 
Penitentiary for not 
less than 
18 
m onths nor more than two years; pay 
a fine of l l and the costs of the pro­ 
te c tio n . 
Noble entered a plea of guilty to 
the charge of the larceny of an auto­ 
mobile belonging to Ralph D. Early, 
of Middletown, 
New 
York. 
The 
theft took place from a local garage 
while Early was asleep. 
Noble was 
caught in Passaic and brought back to 
jail. 
Jeff Davis, having entered a plea of 
guilty to the charge of larceny pre­ 
ferred by Peckman and Ott, was sen­ 
tenced to two months in the county 
jail. 
He was also fined $1 and ord­ 
ered to pay the costs of the prosecu­ 
tion. 
Davis admitted stealing two 
tires from the firm of Peckman and 
O tt. 
One of these tires, the defend­ 
ant said, he gave to a local taxi db-ver 
as pay for the use of his car in which

other impurities are removed before 
the wheat is allowd to go to the three 
sets of rollers from which it finally 
emerges as flour. 
Bran and middlings, the offal from 
the flour making process, are separat­ 
ed in 
the milling 
and placed in in­ 
dividual bins. 
The flour is placed in bags ready 
fop the market, as the final 
step in
